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SOME REPORT 
RECEIVING DOZENS 
OF VENTRA CARDS

REDEYE 

Chantal Sudbrack moved from Chicago to 
Cleveland four years ago and now only visits 
the city four to five times a year to see her 
family This weekend, however, she received 
274 Ventra cards in the mail to her Cleveland 
address. 

“My postman has been laughing,” said Sud- 
brack, who said she has held onto her Chi- 
cago Card for her Chicago visits and verified 
her address to Ventra. 

Sudbrack, 38, is one of a few people who 
told RedEye they received dozens of Ventra 
cards after receiving multiple emails from 
Ventra, the CTA’s new fare payment system, 
the weekend of Sept. 6. 

Ventra became available to the public 
Sept. 9. 

“We’ve had a few instances reported to us 
in which customers received multiple emails 
or cards. We’re working quickly to address 
the problem and stop this from happening 
again,” CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase 
said in an email. 

CTA rider Dan Lasky 34, received more 
than 100 Ventra cards in his mailbox and 271 
Ventra emails in his inbox. 

“I got one every 15 minutes until sometime 
Sunday morning they stopped,” Lasky said. “I 
had to make a filter in Gmail, I got so many” 


He opened his mailbox Thursday to find 
more than 100 envelopes from Ventra, plus 
a note from the postal service that he had a 
“tray” of additional mail waiting for him at the 
post office. He hasn’t opened all the envelopes 
and isn’t sure what to do with all of the cards. 

Lasky said he rides the CTA a few times 


a week and rarely has had problems with his 
Chicago Card Plus. He said he’s reluctant to 
change to Ventra, which will replace Chicago 
Cards on Nov 15. 

“I honestly didn’t want to {transition} in 
the first place,” Lasky said. “I thought Chi- 
cago Card was just fine.”

PREPARE 
FOR MONDAY 

Monday is the first deadline for the CTA’s 
transition to Ventra, its new fare pay- 
ment system. Starting Monday, CTA rid- 
ers will not be able to load money onto 
their Chicago Cards or buy disposable 
magnetic cards at rail stations. 

This is not a deadline for Chicago 
Card Plus users, though, whose cards 
will continue to autoload until Nov. 14, 
the last day that Chicago Card Plus can 
be used on CTA. 

The CTA said it has finished mail- 
ing Ventra cards to Chicago Card 
Plus users and riders with registered 
Chicago Cards who have verified their 
information. 

But the agency said there is a “small 
number” of Chicago Card users whose 
contact information is incomplete in the 
Ventra system, so the CTA is emailing 
those users to update information so 
their Ventra cards can be mailed. 

The CTA said there are 899,000 
Ventra accounts, and as of Wednesday, 
Ventra was used for about a third of all 
CTA rides. 

Here’s what you need to do and know 
for Monday’s transition deadline. 

If you have a Chicago Card 

» If you have not yet received your 
Ventra card, load money onto your 
Chicago Card this weekend and use the 
card until you receive your Ventra card. 
You will eventually have to spend down 
your Chicago Card balance, though, be- 
cause balances cannot be automatically 
transferred to Ventra. 

» Chicago Cards can be used until Nov. 15. 

If you have a disposable 
magnetic card 

» Load unlimited passes onto Ventra 
cards, which can be purchased at rail 
stations and retailers including CVS and 
Jewel-Osco. 

» You can still buy disposable cards at 
retailers, just not at rail station vending 
machines. 

» You can still use cash on buses and 
purchase single-ride Ventra rail tickets 
for $3, up from $2.25. -t.s.

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CHEFS ON WHAT MAKES GREAT FRIED CHICKEN

Fried chicken is always in season. In the summer, it’s a satisfying picnic staple 
eaten out of a bucket on a checkered blanket. In the winter, it’s a golden-deli- 
cious hug of warmth and down-home comfort. 

Maybe that explains why fried chicken— in its various styles— is so beloved by Chicagoans, from 
the hot sauce-drizzled pieces at Harold’s Chicken to the Korean-inspired fried chicken at Crisp to 
the soy-marinated, duck fat-fried morsels at Japanese restaurant Slurping Turtle. But this year, with 
the opening of Parson’s Chicken & Fish in May and Honey Butter Fried Chicken last month, Chicago 
seems to be more fried chicken-obsessed than ever. 

“There are endless possibilities on perfecting fried chicken,” said chef Kristine Subido, who has been 
serving fried chicken (plus grilled and roasted preparations) inspired by her Filipino mother’s recipe at 
Pecking Order in Uptown since last summer. “{Chefs} have different ways of preparing it, obviously 
from brining it to dry-brining it to slowly poaching it, and some chefs have gone as far as using the sous- 
vide method,” Subido said. “I think there are endless possibilities on perfecting fried chicken.” 

For Jared Van Camp, the culinary brains behind Leghorn, Element Collective’s forthcoming fried 
chicken sandwich shop, fried chicken has the same universal appeal as pizza. “Even when it’s crappy 
it’s still pretty good,” Van Camp said. Still, greasy breading that falls apart— a result of not-hot-enough 
frying oil— is one of his pet peeves. What makes great fried chicken great? We tapped Subido, Van 
Camp and other fried chicken-loving chefs to weigh in on the characteristics — some more tangible 
than others— of a winning bird, lmarnett@tribune.com i @redeyeeatdrink 


NOSTALGIA 

“Fried chicken, in a lot of 
people’s heads, is like this 
nostalgia-based thing,” 
said HUNTER MOORE, 
chef at five-month-old 
Parson’s Chicken & 

Fish in Logan Square. 
Childhood memories of 
eating it at home or at 
a hometown restaurant 
can heavily play into any 
one person’s percep- 
tion of what makes good 
fried chicken. “[People 
might say], ‘It’s good, 
but it’s not my mom’s.’ ” 
Though Moore’s mother 
did make fried chicken 
that he said is “near and 
dear” to him, he also 
enjoys ordering it when 
dining out. “In a home, 
you don’t necessary 
have the equipment,” he 
said. “If you take a whole 
chicken and put it in a 
Dutch oven yourself, the 
temperature of the oil 
is going to drop ...and 
that’s when you get a 
greasy outside and it’s 
not as crisp.” 


LIGHT, 

CRISPY 

COATING 

“It has to be light, not 
in terms of calories, 
but it has to be light 
as in not greasy,” 
Pecking Order chef/ 
owner KRISTINE 
SUBIDO said. 
“There’s a lot of fried 
chicken joints out 
there that some of 
the chicken’s really 
greasy.” In contrast 
to the thicker bread- 
ing of Southern- 
style fried chicken, 
Subido’s Filipino- 
style fried chicken 
has a very light bat- 
ter as to not distract 
from her bay leaf- 
and tamari-laced 
marinade. “Once you 
tear into it, it’s like 
glass; it’s like a thin, 
crispy layer.” 


CHARM 

Though he’s most re- 
cently been in the news 
for his weight loss and 
the forthcoming debut 
of his health-focused 
restaurant Lyfe Kitchen 
in River North, chef ART 
SMITH is synonymous 
with fried chicken. He’s 
spread the gospel of 
fried chicken far beyond 
Gold Coast restaurant 
Table Fifty-Two, where 
his Southern-style 
chicken and waffles 
are served at Sunday 
brunch. “OK, honey, I 
have served fried chick- 
en to every head of 
state in the world. And 
it’s the fried chicken, but 
it’s also the way it’s de- 
livered that works,” said 
Smith in a RedEye inter- 
view last summer prior 
to his turn on “Top Chef 
Masters.” “You know, 
everybody loves a little 
charm and a little smile, 
and a little story always 
makes it that much 
more delicious.”

The four-piece fried 
chicken at Honey Butter 
Fried Chicken 
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JUICY MEAT 

At their tiny Albany 
Park eatery Smalls, 
general manager 
DAN SCESNEWICZ 
and chef Joaquin 
Soler serve saucy 
barbecue and tasty 
sandwiches, but 
they’ve also gath- 
ered a following for 
their fried chicken. 
“One very impor- 
tant thing is having a 
juicy bird. Especially 
on the whiter meat 
chicken; when it’s 
dry, it’s not good,’’ 
Scesnewicz said. 

“We do a buttermilk 
brine to make sure 
the chicken, when 
it is fried, it comes 
out really juicy and 
moist. We don’t 
want the breading to 
overwhelm or over- 
power the chicken. It 
should complement, 
but the chicken 
should take center 
stage.’’ 


CARE 

When asked what makes good fried 
chicken. Honey Butter Fried Chicken 
CO owner CHRISTINE CIKOWSKI 

didn’t hesitate to acknowledge the sig- 
nature condiment at her and Joshua 
Kulp’s recently opened Avondale 
restaurant: “Honey butter, duh!’’ But 
toppings are moot if you don’t closely 
monitor every step of the process. 

“For me, it’s tak- 
ing care with the 
product. And that 
is through all the 
steps, being very 
conscious. You 
can’t just brine 
it well and fry it 
improperly; you 
can’t brine it well 
and fry it well 
and not season it 
properly.” 


SEASONING 

“It’s gotta have the 
juxtaposition of 
super-crispy and 
super-juicy,’’ said 
JARED VAN CAMP 
of Element Collective, 
which owns Old Town 
Social and Nellcote 
and is expected to an- 
nounce news about 
the location of fried 
chicken sandwich 
shop Leghorn any 
day now. (Chicago 
Gourmet fest-goers 
also scored a pre- 
view of Leghorn’s 
Nashville hot fried 
chicken sandwich on 
Sept. 28.) “Beyond 
that, umami in the 
seasoning of the skin 
and the coating [is 
important], he said. 

“I love black pepper, 

I love dried garlic in 
there. I love to taste 
buttermilk and hot 
sauce; I like to taste 
that acidity.’’

Heating up

“You should know that I’m currently eating a 

bowl of chicken cracklings.” 

That’s how Joshua Kulp, chef and co-own- 
er of Honey Butter Fried Chicken, interrupts 
his business partner and fellow chef Chris- 
tine Cikowski during our 10:30 a.m. phone 
call. 

This breakfast of champions isn’t the first 
piece of evidence that the duo is chicken- 
obsessed. 

Kulp and Cikowski already had a success- 
ful, seven-year-old supper club business, 
Sunday Dinner Club, when they decided 
two years ago to expand with a restaurant. 
The pair didn’t want to turn Sunday Dinner 
Club— which still operates dinners five to 
10 times per month in the apartment above 
Honey Butter— into a brick-and-mortar, 
though. The focus of the new project, they 
decided, would be one of Sunday Dinner 
Club guests’ favorite dishes: the honey butter 


fried chicken. 

Now, after what feels to them (and us) like 
quite a long wait, HBFC has opened its doors 
as a counter-service and take-out operation 
on a corner lot in Avondale. Though Twitter 
had revealed photos of lines down the block 
on weekends, there was hardly any wait when 
I stopped in on a weeknight soon after the 
opening to try a first bite. 

The chicken 

While some chefs cite their grandma’s reci- 
pes as the be-all, end-all chicken inspiration, 
HBFC has no such family ties. “I didn’t grow 
up loving fried chicken,” Kulp said. “When 
we first started making it, we came at it with- 
out a lot of nostalgia.” During the extensive 
recipe-testing process, the flavor of the meat 
was always front-of-mind. “We wanted the 
chicken to be really flavorful, not just crispy 
and fried. The zestiness of the chicken on its 
own was super-important,” Kulp said. 


And zesty it is. I first grabbed a drum- 
stick— the only piece of chicken at HBFC 
that’s served with a bone — from my two- 
piece chicken platter ($8). After I tore off a 
piece of golden skin the texture of gravely 
pavement, it crunched in my mouth and re- 
leased a burst of spice that was zippy smoked 
and salty Cikowski would later explain that 
it’s smoked paprika and cayenne salt, but Fll 
just call it delicious. Gild that golden chicken 
with a generous smear of the honey butter— a 
sweet addition that’s whipped to the texture 
of fluffy cream cheese— and prepare to 


involuntarily moan “mmmmm” as you attain 
sweet-salty nirvana. 

The meat itself remains juicy even the 
often-dry breast pieces, thanks to a salt 
water-and-citrus brine. Under an onslaught 
of tangy purple cabbage and jalapeno mayo, 
the savory flavor of a thigh piece manages 
to take center stage in the Fried Chicken 
Sammy ($8). After demolishing the sandwich

Days per week HBFC is 
open (closed Tuesdays) 
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and most of our combo platter, my friend 
and I repeated over and over that we were 
full— and then continued to steal bites of the 
remaining drumstick on our plate. 

It’s gluttony of a wholesome type, though. 
The chickens at Honey Butter come from 
Miller Poultry a processor and distributor 
of antibiotic-free, humanely raised chicken. 
HBFC buys them whole— about 750 
chickens a week— and butchers them at the 
restaurant so that they’re prepared exactly 
the way the chefs want. Yes, this is incredibly 
labor-intensive. A few days into service, the 
restaurant was swamped with lines out the 
door and was running out of chicken. Kulp 
grabbed a dishwasher, Carlos, and handed 
him a knife: “I showed him how to {butcher} 
one chicken and 10 minutes later he was fly- 
ing through chickens faster than anyone I’d 
seen,” Kulp said. “I’m still not quite believing 
him that he’s never done it before.” 

The sides 

If sides are your favorite part of a fried 
chicken dinner, HBFC will be happy to 
oblige your preference (order the three sides 
combo, $10.50, for maximum sampling). 
HBFC offers a trio of constants— pimento 
mac ’n’ cheese, a raw kale salad and a roasted 
sweet potato salad with lime vinaigrette 
(each $3.50)— in addition to rotating seasonal 
creations. Sunday Dinner Club has always fo- 
cused on in-season ingredients, and Cikowski 


and Kulp wanted to inject some of those 
market-fresh veggies into the fried chicken 
venture. On my visit, specials included 
creamed corn with Thai green curry and 
my least favorite side of the night, Chinese 
broccoli with goat cheese. Portions aren’t 
of the size to induce narcolepsy either. My 
friend and I easily polished off three between 
the two of us, along with a pair of adorable 
corn muffins slathered with yet more honey 
butter. 

As we prepared to leave, a server stopped 
by our table and insisted, with the earnest- 
ness of a child revealing a secret, that we 
order the “dump cake.” Two minutes later, we 
dug into this homestyle dessert that is every 
bit as rich and comforting as it is unfortu- 
nately named. (The name refers to the way 
ingredients are ‘dumped’ into the pan before 
baking.) That day the cake tasted like peanut 
butter and jelly a fittingly playful end to the 
meal. 

The space 

Don’t scramble to leave after dinner (or 
lunch, which HBFC plans to launch at some 
point in the future). The casual front dining 
room is definitely built for efficient eating— 
our entire meal arrived with a speed that 
rivals Jimmy John’s “freaky fast” guaran- 
tee— but a rear bar and no -person-capacity 
patio are prime for lingering. Even as the 
weather chills, heaters— and a few rounds of 
the bourbon-spiked Damn Good Sweet Tea 
($7)— should keep people warm outside. 

Unlike the other high-profile fried chicken 
spot. Parson’s Chicken & Fish, which opened 
earlier this summer. Honey Butter isn’t serv- 
ing solely the Pitchfork set. I spied a few chil- 
dren and casually dressed neighbors, and my 
table even struck up a conversation with the 
middle-aged men at the adjacent table who 
were dining with their elderly mother. “We’re 
already becoming a neighborhood place. 

You might not know somebody but you feel 
comfortable talking to them,” Kulp said. 

Bottom line 

It requires a lot of attention to detail to 
create memorable fried chicken, and Honey 
Butter Fried Chicken nails each step of the 
process. “There’s so much good fried chicken 
and there’s a million ways to do it,” Kulp told 
me, but I’d go far out of my way for Honey 
Butter’s version any day

Go see “Muscle 
Shoals” — seriousl)^ 
don’t miss it— and 
watch the way the 
seats bob up and 
down. That’s viewers 
unable to resist tap- 
ping their feet. Don’t 
be surprised if some get up and dance. Movie 
theaters need more of that. 

This wonderful doc hones in on Muscle 
Shoals, Ala., a small community home to an 
R&B/soul sound that informed a list of classic 
songs so long the rest of this review could be 
spent naming them: Aretha Franklin’s “Re- 
spect.” Percy Sledge’s “When A Man Loves a 
Woman.” Wilson Pickett’s “Mustang Sally” 
The Rolling Stones’ “Brown Sugar.” (Keith 
Richards says “Exile on Main St.” would have 
been recorded in Muscle Shoals had he been 
allowed into the U.S. at the time.) Work by 
Bob Dylan, Etta James, Paul Simon, Little 
Richard, Lynyrd Skynyrd, Rod Stewart and 
many more. Somewhere, Barney Stinson is 
warming up his “legendary” catchphrase. 

The man who bottled this sound and 
founded Fame Studios, where it all began, is 
Rick Hall, and in “Muscle Shoals” first-time 
feature director Greg “Freddy” Camalier cap- 
tures the near-constant tragedy that shaped 
Rick’s determination and passion for music. 
The extraordinary work done inside Fame’s 
walls, performed to the surprise of many by 
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white musicians, is so contagious that you 
may think your ears are waking from a long 
slumber. Hall’s talent and perfectionism show 
the value of production and how a track is so 
much more than its end product. 

In addition to many useful interviews with 
the big names and background players, the 
film demonstrates the history absorbed into 
the songs. It’s challenging to articulate a sound 
inspired by a river and trains and studio- 
adjacent cotton fields, but Camalier does it. 

I just wish he hadn’t let one talking head get 
away with suggesting the music, recorded 
away from the “Segregation Forever” rants of 
Gov George Wallace, changed perceptions 
about race relations. That kind of statement 
needs backup. 

Recalling “Standing in the Shadows of 
Motovm” and “Twenty Feet From Stardom,” 
“Muscle Shoals” also struggles to connect 
the music’s legacy to the present; Alicia Keys’ 
pipes can’t hold a candle to the film’s amazing 
singers, and John Paul White of the Civil Wars 
hardly represents the peak of achievement 
and influence. How about Alabama Shakes? 

Oh well, can’t have it all, and “Muscle 
Shoals” has funky magic in it. Ooh, baby 
does it ever.

“Runner, Runner” 
needed an extra take, 
though for all the 
film’s intelligence 
someone must have 
insisted it then be 
called “Runner, Runner, Runner, Runner.” 

Obviously written by the guys who script- 
ed 1998’s “Rounders,” “Runner, Runner” (a 
reference to a late-developing poker hand) 
introduces a smart, crafty finance guy and 
hinges the story on his suddenly becoming a 
doofus. After being hustled out of an online 
poker game he promotes, Princeton grad 
student Richie (Justin Timberlake) heads 
to Costa Rica, where a gaming convention 
conveniently is about to take place. There 
he can plead his case to powerful Ivan Block 
(Ben Affleck), who’s on the FBI target list 
and practically has “I cannot be trusted” 
tattooed on his forehead. Yet when Ivan 
offers Richie a shady-sounding opportunity 
with lots of zeros attached, this Ivy Leaguer 
jumps aboard as if he wants the audience to 
give their foreheads a good smacking. 

Affleck tries to play Ivan like one of the 
film’s lurking crocodiles, his soft-spoken 
charm hiding sinister capabilities. Albert 
Brooks achieved this to glorious effect in 
“Drive;” Affleck merely looks indifferent 
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and completely non-threatening. It’s as if 
someone promised him a beach vacation 
and waited to tell him about the filming-a- 
movie thing until he arrived. Timberlake, a 
long way from the expert swagger of “The 
Social Network” and “Friends with Ben- 
efits,” appears understandably disinterested 
as a ridiculous character who’s supposedly 
likable despite falling for such a transparent- 
ly poisoned hook. Anyone can be tempted 
by money, but a movie about greed needs at 
least some effort in the seduction. 

Reiterating that onscreen cool and edge 
can’t be faked, “Runner, Runner” feels a 
little like an offshore. Internet-era version 
of “Wall Street,” only about a decade late 
to the popularity of online gaming. Richie 
discovers— gasp!— police corruption, and 
Gemma Arterton co-stars as a woman close 
to Ivan whom Richie of course can’t help 
but cozy up to. Both Richie and Ivan talk 
about the house always winning with such 
a low degree of badass that I longed for 
Wesley Snipes to appear and do his “always 
bet on black” line from “Passenger 57.”

If you think that’s unsettling, know that 
the critter, whom Duncan names Milo, also 
returns to his, uh, home after work. Ouch. 

Looking like E.T. went through the dryer 
and came out pissed, Milo is such a part of 
Duncan’s subconscious that injuring the 
monster also hurts his creator, like some freaky 
living voodoo doll. It’s director/co-writer 
Jacob Vaughan’s twisted means of allowing 
one man’s repression a nightmarish release 
(though the filmmaker keeps things light and 
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doesn’t allow Duncan to destroy annoying 
colleagues or jerky doctors). Coupled with 
the pressure Duncan feels to have a baby with 
his wife (Gillian Jacobs of “Community”), the 
film also provides this poor guy a firsthand 
sample of the watermelon-through-a-keyhole 
achievement of childbirth. 

This bizarre horror-comedy well-suited 
to its midnight movie run at the Music Box 
Theatre, delivers a higher quantity of weird 
than laughs, though I cracked up at Duncan’s 
company offering severance packages high- 
lighted by “thank you” notes. Even for a story 
about an evil colon creature, a few moments 
are needlessly gross. Yet “Bad Milo!” should 
entertain a certain pocket of comedy fans, 
particularly those happy for the rare chance to 


see the excellent Marino (“Wanderlust,” “Wet 
Hot American Summer”) play a nice guy The 
movie also, after Lake Bell’s “In a World ...,” 
represents the second effort in two months to 


give a leading role to a “Childrens Hospital” 
star.

Adam Brody sidesteps the spotlight 


His post-‘O.C.’ career 
may seem random, but 
he’s definitely focused

There was a hole in the sleeve of Adam Brody’s 
threadbare Tshirt. His eyes were still pufly 
from sleep, even though it was nearly noon. He 
looked as though he had rolled out of bed just 
moments before leaving his home in Encino, 
Calif, and driving down to Jan’s Restaurant, an 
old-school West Hollywood diner. 

He seemed nothing like Seth Cohen, the 
well-to-do nerd he played to great fanfare on 
the popular teen soap “The O.C.” But it’s been 
six years since the Fox program went off the 
air, and a lot has changed. 

When “The O.C.” ended, Brody was con- 
sidered one of Hollywood’s brightest young 
stars, endearing himself to Generation Y as 
Seth, a fast-talking, sarcastic dude who liked 
comic books and indie bands but was able to 
land the popular girl. 

That Brody now 33, would go on to play 


what he jokingly refers to as “the token white 
guy” in “Baggage Claim” is probably not what 
most fans of “The O.C.” anticipated. But his 
part in the movie, which came out Sept. 27, is 
only the latest in a string of unexpected roles. 
This year alone, he’s popped up as musta- 
chioed porn star Harry Reems in “Lovelace,” 
a remorseful lothario in the Neil LaBute- 
penned “Some Girl(s)” and a Jewish suitor on 
“The Bachelor” spoof “Burning Love.” 

Busy? Yts. But it’s not by design. 

“I have a say in my career to a certain point, 
but I can only play with the toys I’m given,” 
Brody said. “My agent fishes and brings me the 
couple catches of the month. He errs on the 
side of let’s do it’ and I err on the side of let’s 
not,’ and we meet in the middle.” 

In a sense, Brody has become a character 
actor, except that the character he’s playing is 
just a regular guy— think a younger version of 
Jason Bateman. 

“He’s a Renaissance guy which seems to 
be rare in this town,” said David Talbert, the 
writer and director of “Baggage Claim.” 


Brody views himself as a “journeyman” 
and says the randomness of his career is what 
makes it fun. 

“I would trade having two scenes in an in- 
teresting story versus being the lead of a bland 
movie, any day” he said. “But occasionally it 
is nice to be able to say at a film festival, ‘No, 
let me field this question’ and not feel like I’m 
tagging along. {With supporting roles] I feel 
like less of a part of it, in a way and more like 
an observer who is a celebrity commentator 
on the movie itself” 

It’s this game-for-anything attitude that his 
collaborators find refreshing. When filmmak- 
er Tim Story was casting his upcoming “Think 
Like a Man Too”— coincidentally another 
movie with a predominantly black cast— he 
wanted Brody because he’d enjoyed the actor’s 
work on “The O.C.” But though the charac- 
ter turned up in a number of scenes, the part 
wasn’t “hugely written.” 

“He could have said no,” Story recalled. 
“But instead he took this small role and really 
filled it out.”
